SIR, 

DRe  T  u  RN  you  my  beft  acknowledgments 
for  having  generou  fl  y  favoured  my  ambi¬ 
tion,  founcxpeded,  even  by  myfelf,  oi  ri- 
fing  from  your  early  and  conhant  reader, 
to  become  alfo  your  correfpondent.  My 
former  obfervations  concerning  the  molt 
important  conteft  that  the  world  has  ever 
beheld,  or  is  likely  to  behold  again,  could  ■ 
not  but  need  your  and  the  public’s  kindtft 
indulgence;  for  they  were  wrote  in  Ihecri- 
tical  moment  of  receiving  the  accounts  of 
the  firft  reading  of  Lord  North’s  conci- 
Jiatory  bills  in  the  houfe  of  commons, 
and  were  fent  you,  without  being  fo 
much  as  once  copied.  Nor  was  the  plan 
of  thofe  obfervations  more  compleat,  than 
the  execution  of  them  was  accurate  ; 
for,  while  they  cenfured  the  condiu^t  of 
Britain  in  the  American  war,  they  treat¬ 
ed  Britain’s  right  of  fnprcmacy  over  her 
colonies  ;  her  paft  difappointments, 
VoL.

and  the  moft  probable  means  of  her  fu* 
tnre  fuccefs,  as  well  as  America’s  pleas* 
in  a  very  general  and  curfory  manner: 
Thefe,  therefore,  agreeably  to  my  origi¬ 
nal  deftgn,  fliall  be  the  objects  of  my  fur¬ 
ther  attention  ;  and  I  lhall  no  longer  talk 
of  conciliatory  hills,  but  of  thofe  a<5ts  of 
the  fupreme  legiilaturc  of  Britain  into 
wliich  thefe  bills  have  been,  I  fear,  too 
haftily  converted.  Hazardous,  however, 
as  this  event  is,  it  was  evidently  to  he  ex- 
pe<5led  fnim  the  aftoniftiing  welcome 
thefe  bills  met  with  from  the  houfe  of 
commons  on  the  firft  reading.  Will  not 
the  general  harmony  of  the  two  houfes 
of  parliament  in  fo  abjeifl  a  conciliatory 
plan,  tfpccially  whil^  they  arc  fo  much 
divided  in  almoft  every  other  queftion, 
and  wliile  the  nation  feems  to  acquicfcc 
with  fo  much  infenfibility,  or  pleafure,  or 
dcfpair,  give  additional,  if  not  irrefiftible 
courage  to  both  ourdomeftic  and  foreign 
foes  ?  Britain  really  appears  to  have  loft 
at  once  her  fword  and  her  valour ;  her 
pen  and  her  genius  ;  and  that  too  at  the 
time  when  ftic  moft  needs  them.  I  am 
amazed,  when  I  recollect  that  I  have  nei¬ 
ther  fecn,  nor  heard  of  a  lingle  eftay,  of 
even  the  fmalleft  publication,  but  by  my¬

tals:  that  he  who  purcliafes  <uight  to  pay 
adequately;  tiiat  individuals  and  Ibciciies 
are  entitled  to  receive  wliat  belongs  to 
them,  and  that  every  part  of  a  whole  is  a 
part  of  it.  If  tins  fimpleft  Hate  in  which 
tills  ([ueftion  has,  fo  f^r  as  I  know,  yet 
appeared,  or  can  appear  ;  if  this  mofl 
fiinple  propofit ion,  or  rather  axiom,  had 
bteii  attended  to,  the  colonifts,  and  their 
patrons,  could  not  have  forgot,  even  in  all 
tlie  lit  at  of  eontroverfy,  the  very  edence 
f»f  the  difpute,  that  Pritain  and  America 
are  not  two  Hates,  but  eonftituent  pa»ts 
of  <Mic  empire ;  nor  (houlvl  the  public 
have  been  abiifjd  with  fneh  torrents 
of  plaulible,  hut  futile  deedamation  ;  clfe 
it  w’ould  have  been  reprobatCil  with  that 
univerfal  contempt  and  indignation  tliat 
it  fo  highly  merits.  When  the  quef^ion 
is  concprning  governments  conncilted 
from  the  very  birth  of  the  youngen:  of 
them,  to  attempt  to  fubflitutc  in  their 
place  governments  that  have  never  been 
connceHcd,  or  focicties  of  men  have 
never  been  formed  into  any  regular  go¬ 
vernment,  and  tlirn  to  argue  as  iftheca- 
fjs  were  the  fame,  is  neither  1  ^gical  nor 
candid.  Oiir  autagonifls  are  guilty  of 
another  great  fa! iaev  »n  reafooing,  or  ra¬ 
ther  abfurdit  v',  in  admitting  Britain  and 
Am«*rio,i  to  Ik*  one  Hate,  wfiencver  fiicli 
ndmiltion  feerns  to  bind  ilritain  to  pro- 
inorr  the  interrHs  of  America;  and,  in 
alferting  that  they  are  diltindt  Hates,  when 
the  contrary  dodrine  feemsto  bind  Ame¬ 
rica  to  repay  only  what  it  has  received. 
W’hen  the  Americans  formerly  needed 
our  aid  againtt  France,  the  implacable  foe 
of  the  l/ritifb  empire,  f  h(»ngli  now^  proba¬ 
bly  tlu'ir  faithfui  or  faithlefs  ally,  and 
when  tlicy  and  their  agents  want  now  to 
gull  ns  over  to  continue  to  indulge  them 
to  our  own  ruin  ;  tlicy  arc  our  children; 
“  they  arc  bone  of  our  bone,  and  flelh  of 
our  fit  111;**  they  arc  ourfelves.  But  we 
no  li'oncr  confiitutionally  require  them  to 
pay  a  mite  for  t!ic  fcores  of  millions  they 
have  coH  us,  than  they  refuse  all  relation 
to  ns,  infiH  on  all  the  rights  of  natural 
liberty,  declare  themfelves  free  and  inde¬ 
pendent  Hates,  and  cut  our  throats,  a- 
midft  the  re-echoing  applaufes  of  their 
Hritilh  friends.  “  O  (hame  !  where  if 
thy  bluih  !’* 


Nor  is  it  more  plain  that  Britain  and 
her  Ctdonies  in  America  form  one  Hate, 
than  that,  for  tliis  vt-|-y  realon.  thcle  co¬ 
lonies  are  conHituiionally  Inniiid  to  be 
fubjeet  to  the  king  and  parliament  of 
Britain  in  all  conHitutiinial  eales  wh.nt- 
ever,  and  particularly  in  that  of  rax.ition, 
whether  they  are  .usually  reprcftnlcd  in 
the  Britilli  parbamnil  or  not.  In  the  fo 
much  hackneyed  broeard,  “  that  there 
can  be  no  taxation  uitiumt  reprefenta- 
tion,**  there  is  much  more  found  than 
ft  life.  'Fo  be  an  originally  component 
part  of  a  Hate  is  one  thing  :  to  be  an  iini- 
icd  i^ii  t  of  it,  like  Ntmtli  Britain,  is  ano- 
tliei  ;  to  be  a  dependent  part,  according 
to  the  conititntioii  ot  Ireland,  with  a  lore! 
lieutenant  and  parliament,  is  a  third  ;  aiul 
to  be  dependent  by  charter?', as  the  Ameri¬ 
can  colonies  are,  is  a  fourth,  and  is  ns  ef- 
fentially  different  from  all  the  other  three, 
as  they  are  from  each  other.  It  is  readily 
acknowledged,  tha*  all  the  originally  com 
ponent  parts  of  a  Hate  have  a  perb  cl 
right  to  an  equable  reprefentation,  and 
to  an  equable  portion  ot  every  <'tlu  r  im¬ 
munity  and  atlvanfagc.  But  ‘'e  ac- 
crefeent  parts  of  a  H.*te  alrtady  model¬ 
led,  arc  cccfiarily  fubjeded  to  innume¬ 
rable  ciicumHanees  of  diHance,  numbers, 
weaknefs  or  power,  poverty  or  riches, 
.and  the?  like  ;  which,  in  ci'inbin.ition 
with  the  nature  aiul  eliaraeler  of  iliat 
Hate,  give  them  their  firlt  forms,  tlla- 
bilh  tliem  on  plana,  diirerent  both  from 
that  of  the  original  Hate  and  from 
one  aiiidlier,  vary  their  future  com- 
pleximis,  and  fo  create  u  .avoid.d  Ic  di- 
Itindions,  the  overlook in;r  of  which  has 
been  the  fit.al  fpring  of  much  unnceviraiy 
altereadon  in  this  unfortunate  contvover- 
fy.  By  not  attending  to  Ihefe  pl.ain  (li¬ 
ft!  n(?t  I' »iis,  the  Americans  and  their  foli- 
citors  have  conmeratfted  the  effential  na- 
turesof  things,  hv treating  them,  through 
ignorai‘ce  or  (Irfigii,  as  being  what  they 
arc  not  ;  hive  confoniided  truth  and 
falft  hood,  right  and  w'rong.  If  it  were 
true  that  nottate  could  have  a  right  of  fu- 
pr(  macy  over  any  of  its  acerrft  ent  parts, 
or  that  this  is  the  particular  cafe  of  Bri¬ 
tain,  unlcfs  when  thefe  parts  areerpiably 
reprrtfcnted  in  the  fiipreiiie  legiDative  bo¬ 
dy  of  the  original  ftate,  l» eland  .and 
North  Britain  might  alfo  juHly  declare 
themfelves  free  and  independent  ftates  ; 
the  former  having  no  reprefentation  in 
parliament,  and  the  latter  h.aving  what 
mud  he  deemed  ’little  better  than  none, 
one  that  is  uncqu.il  and  inadequate.  It

“  To  fatisfs' ourfelves  in  this  enquiry, 
let  Ui  reinertiber,  that  the  lunifc  ot  coni- 
nions  is  a  learned  body ;  but  that  the  fc- 
nate  of  Rome,  i'>  the  a  :e  of  Cicero, 
cor.filled,  as  we  may  colied  from  the 
m on II meats  of  thofe  times,  of  men  fen- 
iiblv  indeed,  and  virliioiu,  but  not  much 
verfed  in  the  fchools  of  the  iihilofophers. 
A  llounlliing  harangue  addielled  to  the 
fv)rnu  r,  alarms  their  jealoufy.  Acquain¬ 
ted  with  the  fnbteifuge  of  artificial  ora¬ 
tory,  they  relent  the  infolence  of  the 
fpcaker,  who  imneines  they  are  fimple 
enough  to  be  milled  by  his  rhetoric. 
The  latter,  iinfufpedlng  that  power 
which,  to  life  Miltoids  plirafe,  can  make 
the  better  caufe  aopear  the  worfe,  look 
upvin  the  vehement  efTufionsof  Cicero’s 
eKupaence  as  the  genuine  efl'etfts  of  a 
fincere  conviction.  This,  perhaps,  may 
arconnt  for  the  different  confequences  of 
the  fame  degree  of  excellence  in  oratory, 
when  adilrelfed  to  a  Britiih  parliament 
and  a  Roman  lenatc.” 

The  conclufion,  then,  which  this  mo¬ 
dern  Ari:l(irchus  draws  from  this  new 
and  amazing  piece  of  criticifm  is,  tliat 
tlic  univerfal  ap;  ’anie  w-lnch  the  eK>- 
qnence  of  Cicero  obtained,  was  entirely 
owing  to  the  want  of  refinement,  lallc 
and  learning  in  his  auditors  !  Tlie  in¬ 
feriority  of  the  Senate  of  Rome  to  our 
iloufe  of  Commons  !  For,  77iark  reader^  his 
u  afon  !  “  The  hoilfc  of  commons  is  a 
learned  body,  hut  the  fenate  of  Rome,  in 
the  age  ot  Cicero,  conlilted,  as  we  may 
Ci)lk<it,  Irom  the  monuments  of  thofe 
times,  of  men  fenjihle  indeed  and  nnrtuousy 
but  not  much  verfed  in  the  fchools  ot  the 
philolophers.” 

Would  not  one,  from  this,  imagine 
that  the  xra  of  Cicero,  according  to  t>ur 
eriiic,  had  been  amongll  the  early  and 
illiterate  ages  of  Rome  !  and  that  the  mo-

OUR  prfateft  hi  Ivorians,  lawyers,  and 
atUiijuaries  having  been  divided  in 
opinion,  whether  the  ielea  of  lief^  were 
bioiight  into  U.glinilat  the  eonquelt^, 
or  were  known  in  Anglo-Saxon  times, 
l)t  Stuart  oh'ers  the  following  among 
oilier  rcal'oiid,  to  prove  tha»  our  Saxon 
aneellors  were  by  no  means  ftrangcib  to 
liefs  ;  it  being  only  tlie  tenure  by  knights 
fervicc  w.'.ich  was  introaue'cd  L/  the 
Kouuan. 

“  Many  learned  writers  are  pofitifc, 
that  t'.e  Anglo-Saxons  were  lirangers  to 
fief*,  and  that  ttielc  were  inlioduee»l  in 
to  Kiiglan  1  Iw  William  Duke  of  Noi- 
mandy.  'i'liere  arc  wiiters  not  kfs  learr.- 
ed,  who  alhrm  that  fiefs  were  not  miii)- 
dueed  intoRneland  by  the  Duke  of  Nor 
mandy,  but  |>re»ailed  among  the  Anglo 
Saxe.iKs  in  t!ie  condition  in  which  they 
were  known  uiulcr  William.  Great  men 
range  thendllves  on  cicli  lide  of  the  qnef- 
lion,  and  I  will  in.t  detract  from  their 
imriu.  Rill  it  will  be  permitted  to  me 
to  exprefs  my  fenlimeiits. 

“  it  cannot  be  true,  that  the  Saxons, 
who  fettled  in  England,  were  ftrangcr.s  to 
fiefc.  For,  in  this  eafe,  they  mull  have 
1  enounced  the  manners  to  which  they 
h.id  been  aecuHomed  in  Germany.  'I  hey 
mull  Iiave  yicldc  tl  to  view's  dilfcrent  from 
all  the  other  Gi»ti,ic  tribes  who  made 
concjuelts.  T'hcy  mult  have  adopted 
new  and  peculiar  cuflonis.  And  hilb'ry 
1. as  not  remarked  thele  deviations  and 
ihii  dilumilarily. 

It  cannot  be  true,  that  William  the 
Korinan  introduced  fieG  into  England. 
'I'he  introduction  of  a  fyltem  fo  repug¬ 
ns. ,t  to  all  tlie  iriflituti(>iis  which  ufually 
govern  tu'^  ii  ;  wiiich  wa«  to  force  into 
an  uncommon  diieClion  botli  goviinnient 
ai.d  property  ;  v.  bicb  was  to  hold  out 
n*  u  m.’.xims  in  public  .and  in  private  lilc  ; 
wliicli  was  to  alfeCt,  in  a  [arlieular  man¬ 
ner,  inherji  nice  and  cnale*? ;  to  give  a 
j)t  culiar  firm  to  jiiflice  and  coin's;  to 
change  liie  roy.il  palace,  ai.d  l!ic  haufe- 
hulds  of  gentlemen  ;  to  uvcrttiiu  what-

ever  was  fixed  and  eftabliihed  in  cuftom 
and  ufages ;  to  innovate  all  the  n  iiura 
modes  of  thinking  and  of  aCUng  ;  could 
nut  (K)ffibly  be  the  operation  of  one  man, 
and  of  one  reign. 

“  Let  us  not  be  deceived  by  na  mes  and 
by  authorities.  Fiefs  were  to  run  the 
fame  career  in  England  wdiich  they  had 
experienced  in  the  other  countries  of 
Europe.  They  w  ere  to  be  at  pleamre  and 
annual,  for  life,  a  fei  ’cs  o^yeais,  and  in 
perpetuity  ;  and,  in  ;ll  tiufe  varieties, 
they  were  to  be  cxlubited.  in  the  Anglo- 
Saxo.:  pcrioii  of  (m  •  Uory.  'Ehe  here¬ 
ditary  g^ant,  as  well  as  the  grant  in  its 
precetlinj:  fluctuations,  was  Vnown  to  our 
Saxmi  .mcctlor.'.  Of  this,  the  coiiU»i  mity 
uf  ma'im  wM.ich  mu.'l  iieeellarily  have 
prevailed  between  t  le  Saxons,  and  all  the 
oilier  eoii(jueri..g  ti  bcsoftlu-  l)jrbarians, 
is  a  nuilt  pow<  i  fnI  ami  fui-'fa^tory  ar- 
guruent.  Nor  is  it  li  gle  md  uufunpor- 
teil.  Hiilmy  and  law  come  in  aid  to 
analogy;  and  thefe  things  are  proveil  by 
the  fpirit  and  t(  xt  of  the  Auglo-S.ixoii 
laws,  and  by  actual  grants  i*(  hereditary 
ell.ites  under  military  fi  rvice. 

“  It  i»,  at  the  fame  time,  not  lefs  true, 
that  the  Hate  of  fids  in  England,  under 
William  the  Norman,  dilfered  moft  cf- 
feniiallv  from  their  condition  among  the 
Anglo  Saxjiis.  The  wiireri-,  tiierdbre, 
who  contend  that  they  exifled  in  the 
ajrs  previous  to  Duke  William,  in  the 
lame  lorm  iii  wiiich  they  apjn’ared  after 
his  adva.icern.  nl  to  the  crown,  are  rnif- 
takeu.  For,  under  the  Anglo-Saxon 
princes,  no  mention  is  made  of  thofe 
leiidjl  /erer/7;Vi  which  were  to  flir.ke  the 
throne  under  William  and  his  fnecenbrs. 
Yet  fids,  under  the  Anglo-S  ix-ms,  in 
every  Hep  of  their  progrelliou,  mull  have 
been  conneded  witli  thote  feudal  inci¬ 
dents  which  were  the  fourccs  of  thclc  fc- 
verities. 

“  This  difficulty,  which,  on  a  flight 
obfervatioti,  appears  to  be  inexplic alile, 
will  yield  to  my  principles.  The  vary¬ 
ing  fpirit  of  the  feudal  alfuciation,  which 
1  have  been  carclul  to  remark,  accounts 
for  it  in  a  manner  the  moll  rafv  and  the 
m'.'fl  natural  When  the  fuyerior  and 
the  vafl'al  were  friends,  and  llitir  con- 
nedion  WM8  w'arm  and  gencrou.s  the 
feudal  incidents  were  ac"\^  of  cordiality 
auil  alfcdion.  When  they  'vere  enemies, 
r»nd  their  connection  was  pri  fcrvtd^  not 
by  lire  commerce  of  the  palfionb  and  the 
heart,  Init  merely  by  the  tie  of  lat.d,  the 
feudal  incidents  were  ads  ot  opprefiioii

the  c^ov^  ?i  of  the  ccmfell'or.  I'he  fUna- 
tion  of  the  Anglo-vS  ixvins  in  an  iiland, 
nml  the  Danilli  invrdlons,  had  obltru»tled 
their  refiiiciiiefit.  In  ilie  memorable 
ye.  r  ic66,  when  they  loft  King  Fdward, 
and  aec]nireil  i)uke  William,  they  knew 
the  perpetuity  of  tl:e  iitt  ;  but  they  were 
a!tt)gelher  ftrangersto  knight-fei  vice  and 
a  1. night’s  fee.  The  duchy  of  Ncrrnan- 
<ly,  when  granted  to  Roilo  ley  Ch.irlcs 
the  Simple,  in  the  yc-tr  912,  had  yet  ex- 
[  perienced  all  the  vleiditudes  of  fief*. 
I  And  William,  being  the  llxtli  piince  in 
P  tlie  dncliy,  was  familiar  v/illi  the  molt 
extended  ideas  cf  the  fend.al  fyftcm, 
I  Thefe  he  brought  wi.h  him  into  Lng- 
I  1  md,  and  tliey  were  to  govern  and  direct 
I  !i!s  conduit. 

I  “  The  followers  of  Harold  having  fer- 
K  ftited  their  tftales,  they  reverted  to  the 
1  crown.  An  immenfe  number  of  lord- 
iliips  .ind  manors  being  thus  in  thedifpo- 
fal  of  William,  he  naturally  gave  them 
out  afttrtlie  forme  <>f  Normandy.  Each 
grant,  v.  hethcr  to  .a baron  or  a  gentleman, 
was  computed  at  fo  many  fees ;  and  each 
fee  gave  the  ft i vice  of  a  knight.  To  the 
old  beneficiary  tenants,  he  was  to  renew 
their  grams  under  this  tenure.  By  de- 
g/tc?,  all  t!ie  military  lands  of  the  king¬ 
dom  were  to  fiibmit  to  it.  And  with  a 
view,  doubilefs,  to  this  extcnfion,  the 
book  of  Dome  fdr.y  was  undcrtalen,  which 
was  to  contain  an  exact  ftatc  of  all  the 
landed  property  in  the  kingdom.  In- 
ite.ntl,  therefore,  of  b  inging  fiefs  into 
England,  this  prince  w \3  only  intro¬ 
duce  the  i.ift  IU*p  (»f  tlicir  progrefs,  the 
invention  of  the  knights  fee,  or  the  tenure 
ot  knight -fervlce. 

“  In  fad,  it  is  to  be  fern  in  Ms  laws, 
tli.at  he  introilneed  Inr^bt-fcrTice^  an»l 
not  f.cfs.  Nor  let  it  be  l.iTicied,  that  this 
improve Tuetit  w:<smade  by  his  tingle  au¬ 
thority  and  the  power  of  the  fword.  His 
ki\v3  not  only  exprefs  its  en.admcnt  in 
kiis  reigti,  but  mention  that  it  was  fanc- 
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tioned  with  the  confent  of  the  common 
council  of  tilt  nation.  It  was  an  ad  of 
prrliamenr,  and  not  the  will  of  a  defpot, 
that  gave  it  validity  ami  eftablin)ment. 

“  The  meafnie,  it  is  to  be  conceived, 
w.as  even  highly  acceptable  to  all  orders 
of  men.  For  a  few'  only  of  the  benefices 
of  the  Anglo-Saxon  princes  being  in  per¬ 
petuity,  tiiC  g5  eat  eft  proportion  of  th.e  be- 
nenei.iry  or  feudal  tenants  muft  have  en¬ 
joyed  tlwir  hxr.ilR  during  life,  or  to  a  ft- 
rivS  of  heirs.  Now,  the  advaixerncnt  of 
fuch  grants  into  hereditary  liefs,  under 
I night-lervlce,  wrs  an  Irnp('rt  ml  advan¬ 
tage  and  .icquifilion.  While  it  opesated 
to  the  convtnitncr  and  tiu*  grandeur  of 
the  fovercign,  it  bettered  the  property, 
and  feenred  the  independence  of  tlie  fub- 
jea.” 

'i’hc  decline  of  the  feud.il  fyftcm,  and 
the  fall  of  chivalry,  Dr  Stu.i.rt  accounts 
for  on  a  variety  of  grounds,  and  concludes 
with  the  following  obfervation  on  the  c%- 
tenfion  of  comraeice. 

“  To  all  tlicfe  caufcR,  the  rife  of  com¬ 
merce  is  to  be  addeil.  Its  various  pur- 
fuits,  and  its  endlcfs  occnp;iti(»n8,  were 
to  ;>ciuate  the  middle,  .ird  ’he  lowelt 
chfies  of  men,  anrl  to  give  the  killing 
Mow  to  a  fyfiem,  (  f  winch  the  rnhia  and 
decline  iiave  an  intereft  and  importance 
that  bring  b.ick  to  the  memory  its  niag- 
nlfict  nee  and  grandem*.’’ 

Purfuing  this  fuhjcct  in  the  fvdiowing 
fediion,  lie  fays, 

“  All  the  fplcmlcr  and  advantages  of 
the  ancient  chivalry  could  ntit  iiphold  llic 
feuded  nnlliia.  'I  he  diibhtd  knight,  or 
the  knight  of  honour,  wa"!')  fa!!  with  the 
mere  mil'tary  tcn.int,  or  tliC  knigt.t  of  te¬ 
nure.  Chiv;ilry  was  to  decay  as  well  as 
k nigh t-ferv ice.  W’htn  tiuy  ceafed  to 
give  a  mutual  aid  and  fupport,  they  were 
foon  to<.]K*  ateina  contrarv  ».!irc\^tion, 
and  to  promote  the  decline  of  t.ieii  other. 

“  In  tlie  order  cf  dubbed  kni.thtii, 
there  were  nccefTarily  a  muhilnd^  of  war¬ 
rior*^,  V  luife  military  reiuiwn  kid  chiefly 
entitled  them  to  the  inve'iltmv  of  annr, 
xnj  whole  accompilfhments  were  greater 
than  tlieir  fortunes.  'I'hcir  kuowicdye 
ill  war,  and  the  rank  to  w'hicl:  they  were 
advanced  by  the  ceremonial  of  knight¬ 
hood,  pave  them  the  capacity  of  acting  in 
all  ftatiofiH.  'Fhcir  poverty,  fplendht, 
but  inconvenient,  mad*-  them  attach 
themfclves,  in  a  mere  part'cuUr  manner, 
to  princes  and  nobles.  From  thefe  they 
received  penfions,  .anrli  in  the  houfehold.* 
of  thefe,  they  eiiju^Tti  and  I'ultaiiicd  he-

alfo  prepares  to  ward  oif  other  evi's  that 
inij-ht  ari  e  in  fiiiiiie  times;  lo  that  it  is 
not  merely  a  local  anil  temporary  per¬ 
formance,  but  a  work  that  may  be  almolt 
as  intcrelting  to  mankind  an  hundred 
years  hence,  as  at  the  I'rclent  day  ;  (T  r.s 
iilVtu!  to  the  natives  of  Ilindoflaa  and  Si¬ 
beria  as  to  thcin!m!dta:;ts  of  Scotland  ; — 
we  therrfoie  I'flt*  w  fiancwliat  more 
attention  upot!  it  than  a  Irealifc  merely 
local  could  dcinanvl. 

In  ri  viewing  this  work  we  lliall  endea¬ 
vour,  firit,  to  yive  an  idea  of  the  general 
principles  wliich  tlic  authvOr  thinks  elfen- 
tially  necell'ary  for  exciting  a  fpirit  of  na¬ 
tional  indnitry,  and  t^en  point  out  feme 
of  the  moll  rein  irKable  of  thofe  calcs  to 
which  he  applies  thefe  principles. 

It  c  ninot  but  be  agreeable  to  the  inha¬ 
bit  rmts  ot  Hritain  to  bud  that  all  well- 
iiilbrmed  writers  concur  in  demonllra- 
tmg,  on  tltc  fMundeft  p»*lnciples,  that  al- 
m4)lt  every  biediug  which  can  render 
lile  driireable,  ib  the  genuine  offspring  of 
liberty,  and  of  that  alone ;  anil  we  are 
glad  to  find  that,  as  our  author  founds 
all  h'S  red'oning  on  this  axiom,  he  is  at 
great  piins  to  prove,  h'y  a  variety  of  ar- 
gtimcnts,  ailaptcd  to  the  capacity  of  all 
ranks  of  readers,  tint  it  is  a  fundamental 
law  of  nature,  which  no  political  inftitu- 
liou  can  alter. 

The  red  riches  and  f^rength  of  a  na¬ 
tion,  lie  obrervct,  confibs  ratiur  iu  the 
qiuuitum  of  the  iiidulfry  of  its  inhabitants, 
tli  in  eitli'.T  iu  their  number,  or  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  money  they  potii  fs.  It  lb,  it 
ought  to  be  the  iludy  of  tliofc  w’ho  wilh 
topromo'e  its  internal  felicity,  to  t-ike 
every  pollible  ir.etl.od  for  promoting  the 
general  indndry  of  the  people  ;  and  this, 
Ite  obicrvcs,  can  only  be  tfreiftually  done 
by  fveuring  to  every  individual  a  certain¬ 
ty  oi  ))eiug  ab'e  to  bencHt  bwilclf  in  tke 
Jirit  in/ianett  by  every  vigorous  exertion 
tie  can  make.  “  No  labour,  canned  on 
I  Have;,  can  ever  he  door  a*  f  >  litt  le  ex¬ 
pence  as  by  freemen — Nothing  tliat  is 
perto'-med  bv  hirelings  can  ever  be  per- 
l('imrd  fo  cheap  as  by  men  wl.o  arc 
woikin  :  for  their  own  behoof.^* 
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This  maxim,  we  doubt  not,  will  be 
controverted  by  many  ;  as  titc  hc.irt  of 
man  is  imturally  fond  of  domination,  and 
therefore  is  not  difpofed  to  adopt,  with¬ 
out  extreme  caution,  any  maxim  that 
feems  to  require  a  rclaxatif'n  of  authority 
iu  thofe  who  are  accu Horned  to  com¬ 
mand.  Impreb'ed,  as  it  vvouUl  Omo, 
wilh  this  idea,  our  author  takes  uncOiO- 
inon  pains  to  convince  men  of  property 
of  the  truth  of  it,  in  its  utmoll  extent; 
aiul  to  lliew  lliat  their  own  piofperily  is 
fi)  ncceirarily  connecieel  vs  ith  that  of  the 
people  under  them,  that  they  cannot 
poliihly  hurt  thofe  dependants  without 
as  clfcltually  hurting  thcmlelves,  and 
that  no  propofed  iinproveni'’nt  ran  ope- 
yatc  to  their  own  emohiment,  imlers 
thofe  who  are  to  cany  it  into  cxccutirn 
arc  to  be  efttlfual  I'narers  in  it. 

“  There  is  no  axiom,  Ujs  he,  in  geo¬ 
metry  more  indirputable,  than  that  the 
power,  the  irfluenee,  the  very  exiftence 
of  the  men  cf  landed  property,  depends 
upon  the  well-being,  the  rleliea,  the  acti¬ 
vity  of  thofe  in  the  low’cr  fpheres  of  life. 
A  man  wdio  is  poor  can  never  pay  a  rent: 
a  min  who  is  dependent  upon  the  will 
of  another  for  his  'uhfiflence,  can  imvrr 
be  actuated  by  that  energetic  fpirii  which 
alone  can  (Jimulate  to  aniuoiu  ui  derta- 
kiiigs.  If,  therefore,  you  hope  to  thrive 
yoiirfelrcs,  Itrive  to  make  your  inferiors 
rich;  and  if  you  liope  to  make  tl’.em  rich, 
fu  ll  make  them  inch  pendent,  'j'hefe,  () 
ye  nobles,  and  great  men  of  the  earth, 
are  tiit*  ofdy  means  of  eiifuiing  lafiiiig  fe¬ 
licity  to  yourfelves,  and  riches  and  inde¬ 
pendence  to  your  families.  Let  this 
timrefore  be  the  objccM  for  which  you 
/Irive  ;  nor  reft  fatii'fivd  till  you  h.avc  fi¬ 
nally  attained  it.  Your  all — your  inde¬ 
pendence  is  at  (take  ;  and  ye — w  ho  know 
the  ddllrence  that  is  betwixt  the  nerve- 
lels  abaiement  of  that  dependent  thing 
which  cr*wN  upon  the  dull,  and  li<  ks 
the  courtier’s  feet,  and  the  celcftial  ener¬ 
gy  of  t'  at  miml,  which,  animated  w'ith  a 
coiifcioufriefs  of  independence,  looks 
down  on  “  low  ambition  and  the  priile 
of  kif'gs,”  can  heft  compute  the  value  of 
thi.-*  bl  lling. — If,  then,  ye  find  your  own 
tuinds  warmed  with  that  animating  fire; 
if  ye  p«  r».eive,  that  by  I  his  means  one 
m:-.u  is  more  highly  elevated  above  ano- 
tiler,  tlun  that  <i«-bafed  thing  excels  the 
beufts  that  graze  the  fields ;  dors  not 
your  heart  glow  witli  rapturous  gratitude 
to  Heaven  for  having  put  it  in  thy  power 
thus  as  it  were  to  form  afecond  intclkc*
